Nevertheless citizens and 
aliens live iù close prox- 
imity, many of them even 
sharing the same apartments. 
It is impossible, under 
these conditions, to kcep 
the alicons from access to

MYER OF THE WRA 


Succeeding M. S. Eisenhower a year ago, Dillon S. 
Myer came to the WRA as director after holding various 
positions in the Department of Agriculture. He was the 
Assistant Administrator of the Agricultural Conserva- 
tion and Adjustment Administration for six years. 
Prior to this, he held the post oi Chiel of the Coop- 
erative Relations and Planning division of the Soil 
Conservation service. Other positions held include 
Chief ‘of the Compliance section and lator Assistant 
Chief of tho Program Planning division of the AAA dur- 
ing 1934 and 1935. 

Myer has lived up to the advance notice given in 
the Pacific Citizen a year ago when Mike Masaoka stat- 
ed, "The appointment of Dillon S. Myer as Director of 
the WRA confirms our faith that the federal government 
intends to continue its announced policy of dealing 
with the evacuees problem with understanding, social 
vision and fair play." 

Myer's recont stand in regard to the House cammittco 
investigating un-Amorican activitics is ono worthy of 
Special praisc. According to tho Pacific Citizon, 
Myor brushod aside o domand mado by Ropresontativo 
Thomas of New Jorsey, ao member of this Dics canmittoo, 
who asked that ho "withhold tho rolonso of cvacuocs 
from the relocation centers until the committee com- 
pletes its inquiry into pre-Pearl Harbor affiliations 


and activities of Japanese Americans." 

He also asked the canmittee to "restrain its chiof 
investigator, Robert E. Stripling, on the ground that 
his irresponsible accusations against Japanese Ameri- 
cans and the WRA arọ ‘interforing' with the war effort 
and hampering the evacueo rosettlomont program." 

Ropeating provious donials that thc ovacuces woro 
gctting special troatmont, tho WRA diroctor "askod tho 
committoo to producc dotailod ovidence in support of 
charges that American-born Japanese spocially trained 
in sabotege ond cspiomago are among those reloased." 

It must bo notod that tho Chandlcr committco roport 
to tho Sonate supports in ossenco tho policy of tho WRA. 


DIES COMMIT TEE PROBE 


Discounting investigations made by the FBI, the War 
department, the WRA and the Chandler committee, the 
Dies committee's attempt to find something "sensation- 
eal" to perpetuate its function has brought the kRA 
under fire. 

Early reports indicate that the House investigators 
are conducting their study along the same basis as the 
West Coast Tenney and other committoes. 

As Americans, we will bo moro than willing to con-~ 
form with a judicious investigation of past rocords of 
the Japanese Amoricans but also as Amoricans, wo cannot 
Sanction blind accusations and ‘'poppycock' trials and 
inquisitions. If witnesses are to be callod, lot thom 
bo qualifiod to spoak and support their statomonts by 
facts and not falsificd figures. Too many mon who havo 
tostifiod havo had littlo or no contact withthe nisoi.
